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Introduction 



The 1992 National Training Institute and Spring Issues Conference was co-hosted by the National Indian 
School Board Association (NISBA) and the Association of Community Tribal Schools (ACTS) and was a 
tremendous success. This conference was done under contract with the Bureau of Indian Affairs Office of 
Indian Education Programs (OIEP). 

The theme, "Strengthening Partnerships for Children: The Circle Never Ends," is indicative of the 
continuous need to involve all "stakeholders" in the education process of our young people: parents, teach- 
ers, school boards, administrators, tribal leadership, federal agencies, Congress etc. This year's conference 
was a "working conference", one in which there was ample opportunity to be involved in an action-planning 
process which resulted in reaching consensus about national issues as well as what needs to be done locally 
in each of our communities. 

The three major objectives for the conference this year were: 

• To acquire knowledge and skills to assist us in our roles as school board members 
and educators; 

• To practice the application of this knowledge and skills; and 

• To develop plans for the recommended actions. 

To meet these objectives, there were five sets of Learning Circles: four of these sets emphasized the three 
major objectives listed above. Therefore, there was an opportunity for each participant to attend four of the 
nine topics. The other set of Learning Circles gave several schools and communities an opportunity to 
"showcase" their exemplary and unique programs and practices already in place. 

There were also "Reflections" sessions, which gave participants an opportunity to discuss the implications 
and/or application of what they learned in the Learning Circles to the development of local and national 
agendas. The "Circling for Action" sessions were used to develop ideas, strategies and plans. A final con- 
sensus-building took place on the final afternoon of the conference. During, the final hour of the confer- 
ence, a wrap-up speech and a panel discussion with audience participation, was filmed by the Close-Up 
Foundation and aired on C-Span. This document, "Conference Highlights and Recommendations," contains 
the results of the final consensus-building. The results were obtained by having conference participants use 
IRIS, an Instantaneous Response Interactive System. Each participant had his/her own handset; and upon 
entering their answers, responses were instantly tallied and made available for all to see on a large screen in 
the room. This report contains the printed information which participants saw on the screen. 

This document, along with the video tape of the conference, Setting the Agenda for American Indian 
Education provide an excellent and comprehensive overview of the recommendations developed by the 
group, including action items to be addressed by local communities and at a national level.

Conclusions and Recommendations 

Conference participants agreed that the format of the 1992 conference was beneficial and that the quality 
of the presenters was excellent or above average. 

The results of the Central Office Survey indicate that this segment of OIEP's constituency (conference par- 
ticipants) sees a need for OIEP to improve its communication and interaction with its "customer". 

The Local and National Agenda Items for Action contain many excellent ideas and recommendations. 
Many of these recommendations include timeframes. It is recommended that: 

Each School Board and Administrator carefully review these items in conjunction with the 

video tape, "Setting the Agenda for American Indian Education". 

Share this information with other stakeholders (tribal leadership, parents and parent 

organizations, staff, students and others) 

• Establish your own local plan to follow-up and implement the local agenda items 

• OIEP, the National Organizations and others review and make plans to follow-up and 
implement the national agenda items 

• Repeat the conference format and use it as an opportunity to assess what has been 
accomplished both locally and nationally. 

Many ideas, dreams and visions were shared during the 1992 National Training Institute and Spring Issues 
Conference. Let's each do our part to keep those alive. The BIA-funded system of schools has the poten- 
tial to be a model system. It will take all of us, working individually as well as collectively, and in cooper- 
ation with one another to make that a reality.
